Churchill Thanks United 
States For "Inspiring

So does exer­ 
cise. In proper amounts, coffee is 
no more harmful than exercise. In­ 
deed, if It came to the question 
cf carrying one or the other too 
far I should be inclined to think 
I that excessive exercise is respon­ 
sible for more harm than coffee.

Keeping Them 'Down 
On The Farm' Again 
Becomes War Worry 


Farm Boys Joining Army, 
Many Seek Belier Pay­ 
ing Jobs In Industry 


(Bv Associated Preaa) 
COLUMBUS. March 12.—That old 
problem of 
World 
war 
days — 
"How’re you gonna keep ’em down 
on the farm?"—again has bobbed 
its ugly head in Ohio. 
And today the boys who swing 
the hoes are flecking from Buckeye 
farm regions in droves, responding 
to the peacetime draft and search­ 
ing for better paying jobs as the big 
cities' 
industries 
begin 
enjoying 
‘‘booms’’ under the national defense 
program. 
The draft and defense work have 
not yet created any serious short­ 
age cf farm labor, but a decided 
flow of help has been noted by state 
officials and economic observers. 
Increases Shown 
For example, an uncompleted sur­ 
vey by the Bureau of Unemploy­ 
ment Compensation shows increases 
ranging from 37 to 60 per ofcut in 
the registrations of ‘farmer boys” 
seeking employment in industrial 
I centers during the past year. 
In Cincinnati the survey listed 
641 men, classified as farm work­ 
ers. registered for city Jcbs now as 
compeled to 251 a year ago. 
In Akron, another of the state’s 
I "industrial giants," 581 soil tillers, 
253 more than in 1940, had signed 
up for jobs in the city, while at 
Dayton 494 were recorded as com ­ 
pared with 327 a year ago. 
"The .shortage of help on Ohio 
farms is not serious yet.” said Dr. J. 
R. Falconer, head cf the rural eco­ 
nomics department at Ohio State 
university. "But the real need for 
help won’t com e until next month 
when spring planting gets under 
way.” 
Then the draft, which has drawn 
30.000 men out of fields and fac­ 
tories already in the state, is bound 
to have an effect, Dr. Falconer as­ 
serted. 
Industries Attractive 
The industrial pickup in Ohio, al­ 
ready evidence^ as factories push 
plans for filling

"Fanners w ill either have to in­

Moiison already has launched a 
survey cf 148 farms in western Ohio 
i designed to show owners how time 
can be saved in caring for livestock 
, as they take over work forced on 
them by the shortage of man pow­ 
er.

farmers took twice as long as their 
neighbors in tending equal numbers 
of livestock and that all farmers 
! spend more tim e on the care of cat- 
j tie than they do on actual produc- 
; Urn of crops.
